Instructor at the New York 
University Demonstrates 


Electrical Device. 


New York, Dec. 15 (By A. P.).—A 
modern electrical “third degree” led. to 
the detection of “robbers” at a meeting 
of the New York electrical society, to- 
night. Heart thumps of “thieves” who 
“robbed” rooms of the society's build- 
ing were detected by new electrical ap- 
paratus demonstrated by Dr. A. P. Link,

FOR DRUG ADDICTS. 


The New York Medical Journal and Record 
publishes an article signed by Dr. Alexander 
Lambert and Dr. Frederick Tilmey, long-time 
students of the treatment of narcotic drug ad- 
dicts, confirming the apparent success of a new 
treatment for drug addiction as developed by 
experiments upon prison inmates and self-com- 
mitted patients at the correctional hospital on 
Welfare island in New York. More than 300 
cases were observed, of which not quite one- 
third were those of women. 

The basis of the treatment is a number of in- 
jections by hyperdermic of a preparation called 
‘marcosan.’’ The formula was invented by A. 
S. Horovitz, a biochemist educated at the Uni- 
versity of Budapest, who has lived in this coun- 
try for the last decade. The theory of the ac- 
ition of narcosan ig the body is that narcotics 
call forth certain protective substances to neu- 
tralize the drug. If the narcotic is withdrawn, 
these protective substances are themselves 
toxic to the system. Naercosan, however, com- 
posed of limpoids obtained from soy beans and 
cotton seed, vitamines obtained from plant 
seeds and nonspecific proteins obtained from 
alfalfa seed or Hungarian millet néutralizes 
these toxic substances.

|other obstructive problems yet to come, 
ithe initial filibuster caused no great 
| concern. 
The elements necessary to “talk the 
to death” were present, a poll re- 
, since as the bill stands now at 
lleast twenty senators are opposed to} 
‘it; but senatorial cynics declare that 
there is enough material for ‘‘log-roll-| 
‘ing’ in the measure to satisfy all but a 
| half dozen or so of the members who 


| are now vigorous in their denunciation 
‘and eager to follow Senator Frank B. 
Willis, of Ohio, who leads the effort 
} 
'to kill the measure 
| The prese} nit rivers and harbors bill 
‘contains no neevisione for the drilling 
'of wells to create a river which might

| afterward be miade navigable, as Sen- 
|ate historians say once was the case, 
| but as it now stands it does contain 
| several controversial subjects on which 
| there must be compromises. 


Illinois Project Opposed. | 


The majority of the foes of the pill |

| nesota, are opposed to the Illinois river | 

project, so dear to Chicago, for fear |

The Missouri, Kansas and Iowa sena- |

Contrast In Mexico. 


“In contrast with this, according to 
the present constitution of Mexico, no 
religious society may enjoy the right 
of corporate legal existence,”’ its pas- 
toral says. “Officially, there are no 
churches in Mexico; for a church can 
not possess anything, lacks the right of 
petition for redress of grievances, can 
not sue or be sued in the civil courts, 
and in general is entirely without legal 
Standing. Clergymen are disfranchised 
by the fact of ordination... A church 
can not own the buildings in which 
its public worship is held. It can not 
possess endowments. It can not take 
up a collection or a subscription out- 
side the doors of the buildings used 
for religious services. That building, 
however, is owned by the government, 
though paid for and supported by the 
people. The government ‘merely allows 
the rightful owner to use it at the good 
pleasure of state officials.” 

Other enactments are related by the 
letter: 

“A church, therefore, can not own 
anything, can not provide for its cur- 
rent expenses, can not provide for a fu- 
ture clergy. A native clergy is thus 
made impossible, a fact which ordinar- 
ily would throw the burden of the re- 
ligious care of the people upon strang- 
ers from other lands. To prevent the 
possibility of that happening, however, 
the law provides that no clergyman 
but a native-born Mexican may offi- 
ciate in any act of worship. In appli- 
cation of this, foreign clergy have been 
exiled. 


Clergy Made Impossible. 


“The law first makes it impossible for 
the people to have a native clergy and 
then impossible to have a foreign clergy, 
while the government keeps assuring 
the world of its liberality and that there 
is no religious persecution in Mexico. 

“It is scarcely necessary to set down 
the conclusions that naturally flow 
from the contrast we have made. They 
are at once apparent and must convince 
right-thinking men and women that 
there can be no relationship between 
the“principles upon which the Mexican 
constitution is built, the laws that em- 
body them, the spirit with which it is 
pro they shall be enforced, and 
the principles, laws and spirit that are 
held sacred by the Mexican people.”

Senate Point of Order Bars 


$200,000 Item Designed 
to Equalize Wages. 


SMOOT PROMISES INQUIRY 


The Senate yesterday rejected an 
amendment to the Treasury Depart- 
ment appropriation bill by Senator 
Bruce, of Maryland, designed to give 
women workers at the bureau of en- 
graving and printing am increase in 
Salary. 

It was turned down on a point of 
order by Senator Warren, of Wyoming, 
chairman of the committee. Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, gave assurance that he 
would investigate the matter immedi- 
ately im order that if any dsicrimina- 
tion exists against the women workers 
it can be remedied. 

Senator Bruce’s amendment called 
for an increase of $200,000 to the item 
approved for salaries at the bureau. He 
said that it was to give the women 
operators there the same wages which 
those doing similar work at the gov- 
ernment printing office receive. 

Both Senators Smoot and Warren 
said that it was the first they had 
heard of the matter, Mr. Smoot declar- 
ing that it was a question for the 
personnel classification board. If the 
condition exists, he said, there is some- 
thing wrong in the workings of the 
board and he made known that he 
planned to look into it Immediately. 

Under the classification act it is not 
possible for such a condition to exist 
for more than one year, he said. If 
the wages have been prescribed by the 
classification board, he said, for Con- 
gress to make an appropriation to in- 
crease them would be to tear down the 
classification machinery. Senator Len- 
root, of Wisconsin, said it was his un- 
derstanding that insufficient appropria- 
tions was responsible for the condition. 

Senator Warren explained that his 
point of order was not aimed at the 
principle of Senator Bruce's amendment 
but at the procedure. There has been 
absolutely nothing before the com- 
mittee on the question, he said, and 
no authority exists anywhere -for the 
appropriation.

FUNDS FOR ASYLUM 


Blanton Renews Charge That 
St. Elizabeths Holds Men 
of Sound Mind. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
BARRED FROM RECORD 


tion Called Hand-Picked 
Group by Texan. 


Dr. W. A. White, superintendent of 
St. Elizabeths hospital, came in for his 
annual attack in the House yesterday 
incident to the passage of the Intevior 
Department appropriations bill. Budget 
estimates of $804,000 for the operation 
of the institution and $125,000 for 
buildings and grounds were approved, 
no one making ah effort to eliminate 
them, but the items served for Rep- 
resentative Blanton, of Texas, to re- 
new his charges that persons of sound 
mind are kept in the institution and 


that it affords a means of high mili- 
tary officials getting rid of those who 
are too ambitious under them. 

Representative Green, of Florida, de- 
clared that Dr. White should gs the 
way of former Commissioner Fenning. 
Mr. Blanton, asserting he had no in- 
tention of questioning the honor and 
integrity of Secretary of the Interior 
Work, said he could not help but feel 
that the Secretary has an unwarranted 
feeling of sympathy for Dr. White born 
of the fact that the Interior Secretary 
is also a doctor and once had two do 
with an institution in Colorado that 
cared for mental patients. 

This protective attitude of Secretary 
Work is not intentional, Mr. Blanton 
said, it is simply the result of a fra- 
ternity which exists among those who 
have had to do with mental cases. 


Blanton Blocks Report. 


Mr. Blanton blocked the effort of 
Representative Cramton, of Michigan, to 
put into the record the report on the 
institution made by the experts who 
recently studied it at the request of 
Secretary Work. It was a hand-picked 
group, Mr. Blanton said, and he was 


glad that Comptroller General McCar] 
had refused to pay their expense ac- 
counts and that Secretary Work had 
to pay them. 

“I will show that all of these men 
and Dr. White form an interlocking 
directorate,”’ the Texan declared. 

Mr. Cramton pointed out that the 
experts’ report cited the need for new 
buildings and other improvements at 
the institution and he thought the 
House should have the information. 
The appropriations committee had de- 
cided, he said, not to inquire into these 
needs at this time because seven in- 
vestigations have been made already, 
and it thought it would be better to 
appropriate the budget estimates and 
let it go for the time being. Some- 
thing definitely should be done, how- 
ever, he said, and if the needs really 
exist they should be remedied. He was 
glad that of the seven investigations 
made, one—that by the experts—was 
made by those who “knew what they 
were doing,’ Mr. Cramton said, as a 
parting shot in the debate. 


Refers to Fenning Case. 


Representative Taylor, of Colorado, 
minority member in charge of the 
interior bill, said he had his misgivings 
about Dr. White and especially “his as- 
sociations with certain men,” but he 


agreed with Mr. Cramton that the de- 
sired improvements should be looked 
into. 

Before the debate was over Mr. Blan- 
ton paid his compliments to Repre- 
sentative Luce, of Massachusetts, and 
Representative Hersey, of Maine, for 
their attitude at the last session in 
the Fenning hearings. Before the ju- 


trouble “in handling Fenning’s attor- 
neys—Hogan and others—but the gen- 
tleman from Maine, Mr. Hersey, I found 
hamstringing me at eyery turn.” 

Then after the session had ad- 
journed, Mr. Blanton continued, Mr. 
Hersey incorporated in the record an 
attack on him.

“It 
was a question of Judgment, and no- 
body in the world will agree with him.”

First Complete Modern Picture Will Be Used in Com- 
munity Development—Geological Survey to Utilize 
Photographs in Topographic Work. 


Thanks to the army air corps, the 
National Capital park and planning 
commission will have an up-to-date map 
of Washington and its environs to guide 


it in local and neighborhood planning. 

The Bolling field unit of the corps 
will make an aerial map of the District, 
parts of Montgomery and Princes 
Georges counties, Md., all of Arlington 
county, and a considerable portion of 
Fairfax county, Va., all of which terri- 
tory at present is scheduled for im- 
ape under the comprehensive 
plan. — 

Lieut. B. E. Nowland, Bolling field of- 
ficer, will have charge of the project, and 
probably will pilot’the plane from which 
the photographs forming the map will 
be taken. Work will start soon and it is 
estimated, with good conditions of visi- 
bility, the 1,000 sectional photos form- 
ing the map can be taken by one plane 
in six flying hours. Four hundred and 
thirty square miles of land probably 
will be mapped from an altitude of 10,- 
000 feet.
